ruined the city. 
The belief is strong­ 
ly planted in the m inds of the people 
for the reason that in the story of the 
bringing of the bones of St. Thom as 
from the Island of Chios to Ortona on 
the Cth of September, 1258, the Orto- 
nese ship, during the

struck by a tem pest which threatened 
to sink the boat with

The crew began to pray and 
the storm subsided, after the appear­ 
ance of a vivid light upon the top of 
the m asts.

m ining and steam boat m illionaire,
